FASCIST FORCES 
HEAD FOR DERNA 


CAIRO, Dec. 18 (AP).—lItalian 
troops were reported today by the 
British Royal Air Force to be fall- 
ing back toward Derna, 150 miles 
within Libya, harassed by bombs 
and machine-guns. 

“Reconnaissance flights showed 
the enemy retreating to Derna,” 
the R. A. F. communique said. 

“Our fighters machine-gunned 
retreating troops between Bardia 
and Tobruk.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—Science 
has developed a new spray which 
prevents the leaves and red: ber- 
ries of Christmas holly wreaths 
from falling off. 

The spray is a mixture of water 
and a small amount of a chemical 


known as a-napthaleneacetic acid. 
One thousandth of one per cent 
keeps the holly wreath leaves on 
for several days under conditions 
where normally they drop in 48 
hours. 

Five-thousandths of one per cent

Goods Would Be Released Under Gentlemen’s 


Agreement Eliminating Dollar Sign— 
Proposal Going to Congress.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18. — Plans 
for elimination of the dollar sign 
in future American aid to Great 
Britain were outlined by President 
Roosevelt in a 45-minute press con- 
ference at which he announced late 
yesterday he would ask the next 
Congress to authorize and appropri- 
ate for the leasing or lending of 
American munitions and merchant 
ships to Britain under a gentle- 
man’s agreement that they would 
be replaced in kind if destroyed or 
damaged. 

It was the first White House 
conference with reporters since his 
return from the Caribbean and his 
theme that the best immediate de- 
fense of the United States is the 
success of Britain in defending it- 
self was in line with the reported 
secret message of Secretary of State 
Hull to the National Association of 
Manufacturers that unless _in- 
creased aid was forthcoming from 
this country, Britain could not hold 
out longer than 90 days against 
Germany. 

Morgenthau Statement. 

The President’s remarks — he 
said he had not especially prepared 
anything for the conference—were 
also an immediate sequel to the 
testimony yesterday of Treasury 
Secretary Morgenthau to a House 
appropriations subcommittee that 
Sir Frederick Phillips, under-sec- 
retary of the British Treasury, had 
informed him that England could 
make no more commitments for 
purchase of war materiais in this 
country unless financial aid was ex- 
tended. The President said the de- 
tails of his plan remained to be 
worked out with London. 

The remarks implied that since 
the President’s return there has 
been a crystallization of a policy 
of all-out aid to Britain short of a 
declaration of war. The entire Cab- 
inet, with possibly one exception, 
has informally discussed and ap- 
proved such a policy, with Secre- 


. taries Hull, Morgenthau, Knox and 


Stimson taking leading parts. 
Risk Not Greater, He Says. 

Reporters quickly asked Roose- 
velt whether the new policy would 
increase the danger of American 
entry into the war. Not a bit, not 
a bit, he replied, and then added 
that this country would not get into 
the war from legal reasons. Later 
when he was asked to amplify this 
statement, he explained that the 
proposed policy Was not’ any more 
likely to lead to war than the pres- 
ent policy. 

The Washington correspondent of 
the Chicago Daily News, from 
which Secretary of the Navy Knox 
is on leave of absence as publisher, 
asked if the new policy would re- 
quire delivery of the American 
goods to Britain in American ships.

Reply on Neutrality Act. 

“Does the new policy look to re- 
peal of the Neutrality Act?” he 
was asked. This act carries the 
“cash-and-carry” provisions. 

The President replied emphatic- 
ally that the policy did not look 
to repeal of this act. 

He heartily approved an obser- 
vation from a reporter that the 
new policy meant that Great Brit- 
ain would be assured munitions and 
ships for the future. 

There will be no immediate 
change, he said in answer to an- 
other question, in the “rule of 
thumb” division of 50 per cent of 
munitions to this country and 50 
per cent to Great Britain. 

The President ridiculed *recent 
news stories and political columns 
regarding the necessity of changes 
in the National Defense Advisory 
Commission. He warned reporters, 
however, not to interpret his re- 
marks to mean that a chairman 
might or might not be appointed. 

for Greater Aid. 

The subject of greater aid to 
Britain was brought up by the Pres- 
ident. He began by saying that in 
the present world situation there 
‘was no doubt in the minds of an 
overwhelming number of Americans 
that the best immediate defense of 
the United States was the success 
of Britain. 

Aside from the defense of de- 
mocracy throughout the world, he 
continued, aid to Britain, from a 
purely selfish point of view, was 
our best defense. 

He had recently read, he said, a 
great deal of nonsense about fi- 
nances and the war, and had author- 
ized Steve Early, his press secre- 
tary, to tell reporters early yester- 
day that, in we memory and in the 
memory of history, no major war 
had been won or lost through lack 
of funds. Early, he laughed, had 
not made the statement because no 
reporter had brought up the sub- 
ject at the Secretary's press con- 
ference.

On his rush back to Washington, 
he said, he met a group of bankers 
and brokers, most of whom he 
knew, in the smoking car of the 
Bar Harbor Express.

He bet even money that the war 
would last more than three months, 
one to two that the bankers would 
not be able to stop it in six months, 
and one to four that it was phys- 
ically possible for the armies to 
continue for more than six months. 
He collected more than $100 and 
wished he had bet a lot more. 
The President told reporters that 
the best economic opinion of the 
world was represented in that 
smoking car in 1914, yet these men 
believed that continuance of a war 
depended on money in the bank. 

Modern Ways to Do It. 

At present, he continued, a great 
many people are going back to 
those old war days and the tradi- 
tional way of doing things, when, 
as a matter of fact, there are many 
other ways of accomplishing the 
same result. Just now the one 
thing most needed is additional 
productive facilities—the more fa- 
cilities we have, the stronger we'll 
be. Orders from Great Britain are 
a tremendous asset to American 
defense, and from the selfish point 
of view they must be encouraged 
by us. There are several ways of 
encouraging them. 

The President observed that many 
narrow-minded people were think- 
ing only in terms of such things 
as repeal of the Johnson and Neu- 
trality Acts, and then lending 
money to Great Britain, as in the 
last war, through banks or by Gov- 
ernment loans. 

Well, he added, that represents 
the banal type of mind. Checking 
himself, he explained that “banal” 
was not exactly the word he want- 
ed to use and reporters might look 
up a better one. The dictionary 
defines “banal” as “showing no in- 
dividual taste, commonplace, trite, 
flat.” 

Against Outright Gifts. 
Continuing, Roosevelt said there 
was another somewhat banal idea 
in use, namely that this country 
should pay for the goods and then 
make gifts of them to Great Brit- 
ain. 

He was not at all sure this would 
be necessary and he did not com- 
pletely rule it out. The British, he 
said, have their amour propre; 
would they ask for a gift? What 
would we do if we were in their 
place, he asked. Would we ask for 
gifts? He doubted it. 

After studying the situation for 
three or four weeks, he said, he 
believed there were other ways to 
accomplish these ends and they 
were being explored. 

One way of building up our pro- 
ductive facilities, he continued, 
would be for the United’States to 
take over the British orders, and 
because they were essentially the 
same as ours, turn them into Amer- 
ican orders. Then, to be deter- 
mined by competent officials, al- 
low part of these goods to go to 
the other side. This could be done 
by leasing the materials or selling 
them subject to mortgage. 

This was a possible way, he em- 
phasized, although it might not be 
the final way. This plan, he ex- 
plained, would show that the best 
defense of Great Britain was the 
best defense for the United States. 
And, therefore, the goods would be 
of more use to the United States 
in this way than if they were kept 
in storage here. 

The whole idea, he stressed, was 
to try to eliminate the silly, fool- 
ish dollar sign. 

Like Lending Garden Hose. 

As an illustration of what he had 
in mind, he said that if his neigh- 
bor’s house caught fire and he had 
500 feet of garden hose, which, 
connected with the neighbor’s hy- 
drant, would help put out the fire, 
there would be no question of 
money involved. He would not tell 
his neighbor that the hose cost $15 
and demand that sum before it 
could be used. 

What would be the transaction? 
he asked. If the hose were re- 
turned undamaged, he would ex- 
pect the thanks of the neighbor; 
if it were damaged, he would ex- 
pect the neighbor to replace it. 

There would not be too much 
formality, he declared, and as long 
as he got back the hose or its 
equivalent he would be satisfied. 

Extending the comparison to mu- 
nitions and ships, the President de- 
clared this country would get back 
these things or their equivalent. 
He emphasized that he could not 
go into details which were still 
under study and involved many le- 
galisms.

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WHAT MORGENTHAU TOLD 
HOUSE SUBCOMMITTEE ON

EFORE President Roose- 
b velt offered his plan for

Ludlow—“But you feel «that 
she has arrived at the point 
where she needs financial as- 
sistance?”

BRITISH WELCOME 
ROOSEVELT PLAN 
“AS REALISTIC 


Arms Proposal Conforms 
to View of Majority That 
U. S. Should Act as 
England’s Arsenal.

LONDON, Dec. 18.—With hints 
of an imminent German invasion 
of Great Britain and reports of 
German troop movements in 
France and Italy, the news from 
Washington last night seemed 
most opportune. What is described 
as a “downright and. forthright ap- 
proach by President Roosevelt” to 
the problem of providing the Brit- 
ish armed forces with essential 
material has been received with 
huge sighs of relief and gratitude. 

The President is felt to have 
cleared the ground by pointing out 
that the fundamental problem is 
not one of dollars but rather of 
munitions, and that it is in the 
American intesest to find ways of 


putting into British hands the nec-| 


essary means for hastening the 
end of the war. Informed quar- 
ters see the President’s statement 
as a most realistic approach to the 
question. 

Details Not Worked Out. 

Exactly how the legal and tech- 
nical aspects of this problem will 
be worked out is not yet discussed 
here, or is it possible to discover 
whether the fPresident’s solution 
was the one which the British had 
in mind when Sir Frederick Phil-, 
lips reached Washington. But it is 
a solution which conforms to the 
view of the majority of English- 
men. 

The English point of view is de- 
scribed thus: American security de- 
pends on the defeat of the dictator- 
Ships. Americans don’t want to 
send troops abroad or to become 
actively involved in the war, al- 
though they admit—most of them— 
that British defeat would mean war 
for the United States within a year 
or so. It would seem logical and 
right then for the United States to 
act as an arsenal for Britain, the 
first line of United States defense. 

That is what the President’s pro- 
posal would mean to the average 
Englishman. 

Not only how Britain could con- 
tinue indefinitely running up a 
huge armaments bill in the United 
States, but also whether the out- 
put of American factories is suf- 
ficiently great, has been worrying 
people here considerably. There is 
every indication that the next 
months are going to see the most 
intense phase of the war. While 
the weather and the preventive 
bombing of the Royal Air Force 
has cut down German raids on Brit- 
ain—London has now been five 
nights with practically no bombs 
dropped at all—no one here imag- 
ines that the blitzkrieg is over by 
any means. 

Speculation on Nazi Strategy. 

Various arguments are advanced 
here, pro and con, on whether Ger- 
many will occupy Italy or send as- 
sistance to Italy for Albania and 
Libya. On the whole, arguments 
against German assistance taking 
those forms seem the weightiest. 
Strategically, it is argued, Ger- 
many will probably attempt to 
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of American assistance, 
today.

One of the important factors in 
the continuing effort to combat 
business decentralization and de- 
cay of the downtown district con- 
sists of proposed improvements to 
make the district more attractive, 


more of a magnet to St. Louisans, 
suburbanites and out-of-town visi- 
tors. 


In this connection Mayor Ber- 
nard F. Dickmann is advocating 
acquisition of three city blocks be- 
tween Market and Chestnut streets, 
from Fifteenth 
eenth street, to connect Memorial 
Plaza and Aloe Plaza as one ex- 
tensive open space. 

The result would be an aug- 
mented civic center to rival out- 
standing developments of this type 
in other American cities. Attrac- 
tive vistas of Memorial Plaza, by 
day and by night, and the striking 
picture created by the famous Carl 
Milles fountain in Aloe Plaza give 
an idea of the greater beauty 
which might be expected in the en- 
larged area. 

In various speeches the Mayor 
has called on wealthy citizens to 
buy the property and give it to 
the city, pointing out that the mu- 
nicipal treasury has no funds to 
spare now for the purchase. He 
has hinted, too, that the donors 
might provide for conversion of the 
sites into parks and contribute ap- 
propriate statuary, fountains or 
other ornamentation. 


Valued at $812,080. 
Assessed valuation of the land 
and the obsolescent structures in 
the three-block site is $812,080. In 


the opinion of Assessor Ralph W. 
Coale, based on experience in ob- 
taining other large sites for pub- 
lic purposes recently, cost of ac- 
quisition of this property would be 
perhaps 25° per cent higher than 
this, or about $1,000,000, due to the 
natural tendency where tracts are 
being assembled. ~ 

Development of the area prob- 
ably could be carried through the 
grass-and-tree stage by the WPA. 
This would put it on a fairly even 
footing with Memorial Plaza. Eith- 
er private generosity or public 
funds, not yet provided, would be 
needed for ornamentation of the 
areas. 

The only city fund now available 
is a $163,000 balance in a 1923 bond 
issue item for park acquisition. 
This could be applied toward the 
purchase. The money is lying idle 
now, costing the taxpayers at least 
$4075 in interest annually. 

Condemnation proceedings could 
be resorted to in order to obtain 
the three blocks of property at a 
fair price, as the land would be 
used for a public purpose, even 
though paid for with private funds. 


Would Cover 13 Blocks. 


A civic center of 13 city blocks, 
flanked by important public build- 
ings and other notable structures, 
roughly L-shaped, would result 
from tying the two plazas together. 
It would extend in one diagonal 
from Twentieth and Market streets 
to’ Thirteenth and St. Charles 
streets and would have an eight- 
block frontage on Market, already 
on the way toward being one of the 
most interesting and picturesque 
downtown thoroughfares. 

Facing the augmented open 
space would be Union Station, the 
Main Postoffice, Municipal Audi- 
torium, Municipal Courts Building, 
City Hall, Federal Building, Civil 
Courts Building, Central Library, 
Christ Church Cathedral, St. John’s 
Basilica and the Missouri Pacific 
Building. Among other notable 
structures only a block or two 
away are the Telephone, Post-Dis- 
patch, Shell and Mart buildings, 
Centenary Methodist Church, Hotel

He believes the board could lease 
for private offices the portion it 
uses in its present building at 911 
Locust street and could make a 
new one pay by leasing part of it 
commercially also. 


Market Street Strip. 


Facing the three-block strip on 
Market street are the Postoffice, a 
parking lot a block long (except 


corner), and, at the east end, a 
block filled by the Aberdeen and 
Palace hotels, moderate-price estab- 
lishments, whose fronts were mod- 
ernized when Market street was 
widened eight years ago. 
On the north side of Chestnut 
street, facing the strip, the western 
block is filled by the Eighteenth 
Street Garage, external appearance 
of which is not unattractive; all 
of the middle block and the east- 
ern half of the eastern block are 
occupied by old and even ram- 
shackle dwellings, while St. John’s 
Basilica, a Catholic church whose 
title reflects the special indulgences 
it may grant, stands on the west- 
ern half. 
Standing on the three-block strip 
are 32 buildings, none more than 
three stories high and many only 
one or two stories. There are three 
parking lots and a vacant triangle 
at Seventeenth street, where the 
city has acquired land for a traffic 
cutoff to eliminate a jog, but has 
not built the improvement, 
Properties in Area.

The city has 
made an unsuccessful effort to get 
this property donated for the plaza 
extension. The estate of the late 
Samuel C. Davis, brother of Dwight, 
holds the northeast corner of Sev- 
enteenth and Market, with a build- 
ing assessed at $5000 and land at 
$30,650. 


Second largest building on the 
site is the red and gray brick Model 
Hotel, northwest corner of Fifteenth 
and Market. The structure is as- 
sessed at $36,000, the land at $41,250, 
a total of $77,250. The Assessor's 
record shows the S. D. Rossi Cor- 
poration as owner of the land. At 
the northeast corner of Sixteenth 
and Market Daisy G. Cornwell is 
shown as owner of an $18,750 lot, 
with a $16,000 building. 

35 Separate Ownerships. 
Highest land value in the area 
is $950 a front foot for the western 
41 feet on Market, at Highteenth. 
There are 35 separate ownerships in 


the three blocks. Total assessed 
valuation of land is $570,580 and of 
buildings $241,500. Area of private 
property in the three blocks is 
about 3.1 acres, making the assessed 
valuation about $184,000 an acre. 
One of the shabbiest buildings on 
the site is at the southwest corner 
of Fifteenth and Chestnut, facing 
Memorial] Plaza. It is partly vacant 
and carries unsightly signs. 
When Market street was widened, 
the roadway was made 76 _ feet 
wide, except for these three blocks, 
between Fifteenth and Eighteenth 
streets, where it was reduced to 68 
feet. This was done deliberately, 
by making the sidewalks wider than 
normal, in order to leave room for 
shade trees at the curbs, as a sim- 
ple means of tying the two plazas 
together. However, all the trees are 
dead and the net result has been 
to restrict traffic in this busy 
stretch through the loss of the 
width of one lane. An official 
rough estimate of cost of widen- 
ing the roadway is about $8000. 


Link to Riverfront. 


Widened Market street will tie 
the plaza district to the prospec- 
tive riverfront memorial, nine 
blocks east.

When Andrew J. Obergfell reached 
his home, 7516 Reilly avenue, at 
6 o'clock last night he found his 
wife Eleanor dead on the: floor, 


and their 4-year-old daughter 
Evelyn ill from the effects of gas, 
seated in a child’s chair beside the 
mother’s body. There was an odor 
of gas in the kitchen. 

The house was dark and locked 
and when Obergfell, a machine 
hand in an electric manufacturing 
plant, called to his daughter to open 
the door she replied, “I can’t; I’m 
too cold.” Obergfell smashed the 
glass in the door and unlocked it, 
then called police and firemen. 
Mrs. Obergfell, 41 years old, was 
lying in a room adjoining the 
kitchen, beside a gas stove. A 
rubber tube leading from a stove 


jet had been inserted in Mrs. 
Obergfell's dress and the end pro- 
truded near her mouth. What puz- 
zled police was that all the jets of 
the stove were turned off. 

Evelyn told her father and of- 
ficers that her mother turned off 
the gas after trying to induce her 
to place the tube in her mouth. 
The child, who also suffered from 
the effects of cold, is in City Hos- 
pital. The mother was pronounced 
dead at the hospital and the body 
was taken to the morgue pending 
an inquest. 

Obergfell said his wife had been 
nervous, but had never threatened 
to take her life.

Admitted Employes Made 
Political Gifts at St. 
Charles; Indicated Denial 
of Authorization. 


Trial of the suit to forfeit the 
corporate charter of Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri for alleged viola- 
tion of the State Corrupt Practices 
Act was begun today before Cir- 
cuit Judge Edgar B. Woolfolk at 
St. Charles. 

An application of the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co. for leave to inter- 
vene as a defendant was allowed 
by Judge Woolfolk this morning 
after argument by counsel, 

The trust company claimed it 
would be vitally affected by out- 
come of the suit because it owned 
outright 200 shares of Union Elec- 
tric preferred stock and was agent 
or trustee for an additional 113,000 
shares. It also is trustee under 
a mortgage and deed of trust se- 
curing $80,000,000 bonds issued by 
the utility company in 1937, 

Opening Statement. 

In an opening statement Robert 
J. Keefe of defense counsel admit- 
ted Union Electric employes made 
political contributions in St..-Charles 
elections, as charged by the State, 
but indicated the company would 
contend these were not authorized 
by responsible officers so as to bind 
the corporation. 

“Contributions were made by per- 
sons employed by Union Electric 
Co:,” he said. “We do not blink 
that for one minute.” He asserted, 
however, that for the State to sus- 
tain its allegations it will have to 
prove these were the acts of the 
corporation, 

.Beginning his opening statement, 
which preceded that of Keefe, 
Prosecuting Attorney David A. 
Dyer read the State’s petition, and 
then outlined details of cash con- 
tributions he said he would prove 
were made on behalf of Union 
Electric Co. to candidates in 1937 
and 1938 municipal elections. He 
said he would show that these 
acts were discussed with and 
authorized by officers of the com- 
pany. 

This suit is the first prosecution 
of the $250,000,000 utility corpora- 
tion in connection with its wide- 
spread political and lobbying activ- 
ities, first exposed by _—itthe 
Post-Dispatch in 1938. Three of 
the company’s former employes 
have been prosecuted in Federal 
court for perjury as witnesses in 
the investigation by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission which 
brought to light many details of 
the company’s slush fund opera- 
tions.

A British intelligence 
charged with examining tons of 
military documents left behind by 
the Italians said: 

“The papers show their intelli- 
gence was good. They knew most 
of our movements all along until 
the offensive. They were complete- 
ly in the dark about that.” 

Australian Reinforcements, 

In the continuing operations to- 
day, Australian troops, in mechan- 
ized units, moved up rapidly to re- 
inforce British soldiers. 

The Australians already are op- 
erating west of Bardia while oth- 
ers are active to the south and new 
units pushed toward Bardia from 
the east, in an apparent encircling 
move. 

The Australian vanguard in a 
night attack on one Italian column 
captured transports and guns. 

Occupation of Salum, last spot 
which the Italians had held on 
Egyptian soil, was solidified when 
a British armored brigade moved 
in. 

Most of the Italians already had 
left in the direction of Bardia. The 
mop-up squads at Salum found 15 
Italian planes on the ground so 
badly damaged by British bombs 
that the Fascists had not tried to 
salvage them. 

Road Dynamited. 
The Italians abandoned Lower 
Salum Sunday morning, dynamit- 
ing the hairpin-curve road which 
leads to the upper town. 
Sunday night the Royal Air Force 
struck at both Upper Salum and 
Bardia in a series of heavy raids 
which I watched from a promon- 
tory along the coast. 
One plane squadron after another 
swooped to the attack, and I saw 
explosions and fires as bombs hit 
the targets. 
I saw two planes crash in flames. 
British mastery of the air was 
so overwhelming that there was 
scarcely a moment of the day or 
night when a British plane could 
not be seen or heard, while I 
saw only three Italian craft in the 
same 24-hour period. 
* Saturday night Italian flyers at- 
tempted to destroy a big water 
supply they had established at Buq- 
bug, despite the fact that thousands

TO PARIS WITH 
OFFICIAL STAT

VICHY, France, Dec. 18 (AP).— 
Members of Chief of State Petain’s 
entourage said;tonight that Fer- 
nand de Brinon, whom Pierre Laval 
named “Ambassador of France” in 
Paris to maintain contact with the 
Germans, had emerged with rein- 
forced powers from the events of 


the last few days. 
Laval himself, who went to Paris 


last night after 
by German Ambassador Otto Abetz, 


was said by these sources to have 
no official mission there. However, 
his friends intimated he would re- 
sume negotiations for French-Ger- 
man collaboration which his re- 
moval as Vice-Premier and Foreign 
Minister temporarily interrupted, 
(A DNB (German news agency) 
dispatch from Paris reported that 
De Brinon formally took office this 
afternoon.) 

Laval was expected to remain in 
Paris five or six days. 

Clarification of Laval’s role by 
Hitler and Petain was expected, al- 
though no new meeting of these 
two leaders was forecast. 

The opinion Was expressed in 
some quarters that the French 
Cabinet would be reorganized soon, 
and that Petain would issue a mes- 
sage explaining any changes. 

The French censor, this morning 
permitted announcement that Laval 
had made the trip last night after 
conferences yesterday with Petain 
and Abetz, 

French sources said the “inci- 
dent” created by Laval’s sudden dis- 
missal from the Government last 
week apparently was closed, 

A bulletin on the health of Pierre- 
Etienne Flandin, who took over 
Laval’s post of foreign minister, 
said he was considerably improved 
and was expected to be able to re- 
turn to work in a few days. He 
had been confined to his home by 
grippe. 

In an editorial considered offi- 
cially inspired, the newspaper Le 
Temps said that France would not 
“resign herself to letting her vast 
empire be carved up.”

A mo- 
tor car engine is a stamping job, 
as it was explained to me by a 
motor engineer.

The allowable “tolerances” are 10 
times higher for an automobile mo- 
tor than for an airplane motor, and 
a mere pin scratch can ruin the 
latter. 

Mass production of airplanes in- 
volves extremely complicated tool- 
ing processes, and they cannot be 
completed from one week or one 
month to the next. Also, there are 
“bottlenecks,” and one of these, if 
I have been correctly informed, is 
in the field of labor. We not only 
do not have the tools yet; we do 
not have sufficient toolmakers. 
And toolmakers cannot just be re- 
cruited out of the unemployment 
offices or from the ranks of the 
WPA. This column has stated re- 
peatedly for the last three years 
that there was in this country a 
definite shortage of skilled mechan- 
ics, due partly to the snobbish de- 
sire of parents to educate their 
children for over-supplied white- 
collar jobs due partly to the oppo- 
sition of the trade unions to a 
practical apprenticeship system, 
and due partly to the apathy of in- 
dustry toward the same problem—a 
lack of féresight that there might 
be a sudden and necessary expan- 
sion in heavy industry. 

There is, therefore, a point beyond 
which we cannot telescope time. A 
leading industrialist put it to me 
thus: “If Hitler were a hundred 
miles from our shores tomorrow 
morning, we could not speed up 
things beyond a certain point.”

suburbs. 

The population of suburban towns has 
rapidly increased for the past 20 years, 
partly because people wanted to rear 
families in an atmosphere free to a great 
extent from the smoke and soot of St. 
Louis. | 

If St. Louis becomes a clean, healthy 
city, as seems indicated now, with better 
transportation facilities than the subur- 
ban towns, fine public parks and play- 
grounds, abounding in excellent and read- 
ily accessible entertainment, with wonder- 
ful department stores easily reached, isn’t 
it reasonable to conclude that many peo- 
ple will return to St. Louis to live? 

This is something for the merchants, 
for the real estate men and for home own- 
ers to think about seriously.

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IN THE HANDS OF CONGRESS. 

Mr./Roosevelt yesterday said he would submit to 
the new Congress a plan for aiding Britain, by which 
the United States would take over future British 
orders for armaments in this country, then lease or 
mortgage these products to Britain. The Government 
presumably would pay American manufacturers, but 
no money would pass between Britain and the United 
States. The former, after the war ended, would re- 
turn the war supplies if they were in good shape, or 
replace them. 

Also yesterday Secretary Morgenthau, at a meeting 
of the House Appropriations Committee, said he had 
been informed by Sir Frederick Phillips, Undersecre- 
tary of the British Treasury, that England could 
make no further commitments for purchase of war 
materials in this country unless financial aid was 
extended. 

Morgenthau is also reported to have said that 
the United States cannot extend loans or credits 
unless the Johnson Act is modified or repealed. He 
made a factual analysis of Great Britain’s need for 
aid from the United States, presumably from data 
supplied by Sir Frederick Phillips, but withheld rec- 
ommendations. 

We are glad to have these questions put into the 
hands of Congress. For the most part, the progress 
and direction of our foreign policy thus far has been 
determined by the President and the State De- 
partment. That is as it should be in normal times, 
but now that the United States is moving closer and 
closer to the possibility of war, the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people should have a major hand 
in determining policy. 

Whether or not the United States should lend 
money or give money to Britain, and whether the 
President’s mortgage plan should be adopted, have 
become more than questions of fiscal policy. They are 
questions which must be considered in the light of the 
whole war situation and America’s relatidn to it. 
They are questions which involve possible modifica- 
tion of two laws—the Johnson Act and the Neutrality 
Act, both set up as safeguards against war. 

While the President and the State Department cer- 

tainly are not insulated from the people, the relation 
of Congress to the people is more intimate. Con- 
gressmen must know what people are thinking or 
they would not be in Congress. The Morgenthau 
presentation of Britain’s financial condition to the 
House Appropriations Committee thus takes one very 
important aspect of the administration’s foreign pol- 
icy out of the hands of the State Department and 
puts it into the hands of men who are directly 
answerable to the. people. 
We believe Congress, like everyone else, wants to 
be generous, and more than generous, in its attitude 
toward Britain. We do not know that Congress is 
as yet prepared to repeal or modify the Johnson 
Act or the Neutrality Act. We are sure that a full- 
dress debate on the whole question is highly desir- 
able at this time because such a debate is likely to 
indicate, far more than a presidential decree or a 
State Department ukase, what the people desire our 
eventual policy toward the war to be. It is likely to 
give a pretty good indication whether or not the 
United States is going to war soon, is going to war 
later or is going to war at all.

INTIMATIONS OF IMMORTALITY. 
Mother love seems to be just selfish enough to pre- 
fer the physical presence of a child to its chances for 
physical immortality. At any rate, Mrs. Catherine 
Gauntt, who had entrusted her baby to the Royal 
Fraternity of Master Metaphysicians, has reclaimed 
the little girl, Jean. The fraternity had placed the 
infant in a 111-room Long Island mansion where she 
was never to hear so much as a mention of death 
or disease, and where, therefore, she was to live on, 
and on, and on. 
The baby, now about a year and a half old, goes to 
less impressive surroundings—only to the kind of a 
home that can be offered by parents who 15 months 
ago were unable to provide for her. She goes into 
surroundings, too, where in the fullness of time she 
will, no doubt, hear of sickness and doctors, of death 
and of funerals.

WHERE DEER ARE PLENTIFUL. 

A number of game species were in danger of ex- 
tinction when, a score or so of years ago, the con- 
servationists began getting busy. Their success is 
shown by the satisfactory hunting now possible in 
the limited open seasons for various species. In 
Michigan, it seems the movement has brought even 
more conspicuous results;than in many other states. 
Here’s the Conservation Department of that State 
urging a law to permit shooting of antlerless deer in 
certain North Woods areas, since it is feared many 
will die of starvation in the heavy early snowfall. 
The Detroit Free Press goes further by proposing 
that needy persons be permitted to shoot deer out of 
season if desired for food. :

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BY KIND PERMISSION OF MR. PETRILLO. 

James Caesar Petrillo, president of the American 
Federation of Musicians, has graciously condescend- 
ed to withdraw his ukase prohibiting radio broad- 
casts by army bands. He hag been so generous as 
to enter an agreement to that effect with the net- 
works, which in turn agreed that no union musicians 
would be fired because of the army broadcasts. 

Musicians, of course, are entitled to protection in 
their jobs. But the radio audiences, composed of the 
taxpayers who support the army and its bands, are 
certainly entitled to hear a concert occasionally from 
the training camps. Major-General Clifford Powell, 
commanding officer at Fort Dix, where the contro- 
versy started, sized up the situation accurately when 
he said: “We have 11 excellent bands and scores of 
good musicians at this post. The folks at home are 
entitled to hear them.” 

It seems strange that Czar Petrillo’s purported con-

Anyhow, it’s very kind of him to relent and let 
United States army banyls be heard by the people of 
the United States. 

‘BLITZKRIEG, BRITISH MODEL. 

The battle of Egypt is over. Now the battle of 
Libya has begun. 

In a series of sharp attacks, launched barely a 
week ago, the British have driven the Italians from 
the last inch of Mgyptian soil they had occupied in 
laborious desert operations over almost six months. 
The details are much like those that came out of the 
devastating Nazi blitzkrieg on France last summer: 
whole divisions cut to pieces or taken prisoner, great 
stores of arms and supplies scattered over a wide 
terrain, troops disorganized and retreating headlong, 
fort after fort capitulating to merciless attack. 

The British, usually on the receiving end since this 
war began, have now themselves executed a Dilitz- 
krieg, and executed it brilliantly. Gen. Wavell, the 
commander in Egypt, found his forces greatly out- 
numbered—4 to 1, according to some estimates—by 
the Italians. Carefully he built up his armies and 
made his plans. Patiently he waited until the units 
withdrawn for the war in Greece could be replaced. 
Then, at the psychological moment, he struck. 

The result was a smooth-working co-ordination 
not only of air and land forces, as on the German 
model, but also of naval forces, for constant shelling 
of the coastal road by British warships had much 
to do with hastening the Italian rout, 

Now the attack is being pressed into Italian Libya, 
the territory which Mussolini fondly dreamed of 
using as the base for conquest of Egypt, capture of 
the Suez Canal and creation of a mighty North Af- 
rican empire. Now his forces are being pushed back 
of the frontier, border forts are falling and appar- 
ently the British can go on with little interference 
until discretion, lest their lines become over-extended, 
calls a halt. 

For the first time in the war’s 154% months, the 
British have been able to take and hold the initiative 
in a land campaign. The political effect of these 
African triumphs, plus Italy’s simultaneous humilia- 
tions on the Greek-Albanian front, is necessarily con- 
siderable. Hesitant Balkan states, once tempted to 
mount the Axis bandwagon, now are holding aloof. 
Food and supplies are running short and unrest is 
stirring in Italy, as the controlled press proves in its 
blasts against hoarders and complainers. 

There is speculation on if or when Hitler will move 
to aid his staggering junior partner. Perhaps he 
will, but help on any substantial scale would neces- 
sarily divert Hitler’s power from his present No. 1 
goal, England. 

Yet even if Italy is knocked out, as some observ- 
ers now think possible, there would still remain for 
Britain the threat of a vast Nazi fighting machine 
that occupies the whole coast from North Cape to 
Spain, whose factories are busily turning out more 
airplanes and more submarines for concerted attacks 
still to come. 

Churchill announces the achievements in Africa, 
but calls for caution in flying victory flags. Lord 
Beaverbrook tells Britons bluntly that they are 
“much too confident.” But the British, with some- 
thing substantial to cheer about at last, have reason 
to look into the future with;a more hopeful eye. 
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A NATIONAL SALUTE IS DUE. 

The people of all the 47 other states will kindly 
stand up, look in the direction of Illinois and bow 
in appreciative salute. Final figures on the presi- 
dential election show that the Prairie State led the 
Union in the percentage of popular participation in 
the balloting. 

The Illinois voting record was 53.4 per cent of its 
population. Nevada, Indiana and Delaware were the 
only other states with more than half their popula- 
tion going to the polls. The Missouri proportion 
was relatively quite high, our percentage being 48.4. 
From such ratios as these, the percentages fell off 
to Alabama, with 10.4 voters out of 100 population, 
Georgia with 10, Mississippi with 8 and South Caro- 
lina with 5.2. 

But now the salute to the State of Lincoln. It 
leads the Union in the participation of its people in 
the citizen’s most important right—use of the ballot 
box. That is a list worth leading in a democracy. 
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THE MYSTERY OF LAVAL. 

On Friday Pierre Laval was led out of the presence 
of Chief of State Petain by soldiers in Vichy blue. 
Yesterday he was led to the Marshal’s luncheon table 
by soldiers in the Nazi patent-leather black. 

Just what happened between the fall and the rise 
of the little black man with the white tie is a mystery 
just as dark as the one that shrouds his dismissal 
by the old General who had designated him as his 
successor. One really knows only that Hitler’s pro- 
consul in Gaul, Otto Abetz, was the catalyst in the 
transfiguration. Whether Laval is to be restored to 
the position that had been given to Flandin, just as 
much an advocate of Hitler’s cause as he was, still re- 
mains to be seen. And if he is, what will it mean? 

Almost anything that is said about “unoccupied” 
France just now is a hazard, a more or less interest- 
ing hypothesis that must necessarily wait on time for 
its tests and its proofs. 

So far as’ foreign policy is concerned, Vichy 
France seems to be little more than a subject prov- 
ince. So far as internal affairs are concerned, it 
would seem to be in the unhappy status of one of the 
little city-principalities of Renaissance Italy—an- 
other Padua, or Florence, or Rimini, a rich treasure 
for a Malatesta, a Sforza, a Piccinino or a Medici. 

Just as sinister men then plotted and intrigued, 
sinister men seem to be plotting their aggrandize- 
ment now. Perhaps it is only a matter of time before 
the dagger of a Sigismundo is drawn, the faggot of a 
Borgia ignited. As the plotters of an earlier day 
looked for the dubious support of an Emperor, so 
those of today have an eye on Berlin. 

It is possible, too, that, now as then, there is. a man 
here and a man there who, while he plays this bale- 
ful game, still has a regard for the integrity of 
France—perhaps not the France of Blum, but at least 
the France of Bourbon Louis. Such men, politically 
blind yet patriotic, seem to be the Generals, Petain 
and Weygand.

She has 
cash resources in the United States of $350,- 
000,000, and stocks and bonds in the United 
States of one billion dollars, and she has 
gold stocks—she wouldn’t want to use these, 
perhaps, but nevertheless they are available 
for purchase. 

DR. McMULLEN: She has other invest- 
ments. 

DR. WARDELL: I agtee with that, but 
the main question is she has to know now 
whether she is going to be able to obtain 
credit when she does need it. The real 
issue, it seems to meé, is that Britain must 
make right now a momentous decision. She 
is fighting with her back to the wall, and 
taking terrible punishment. She has to 
decide whether to fight on in the hope of 
ultimate victory, or whether to quit now 
and avoid further punishment, and try to 
obtain better terms of peace. 

Now, ultimate victory can’t be obtained if 
we don’t give Britain aid. We have to 
promise now to give Britain aid, or else 
she might as well quit now and save herself 
further punishment. Consequently, the 
British are right now asking us whether 
we are going to help them or whether she 
had better stop now and obtain better terms 
of peace. Likewise, the British might decide 
to turn over their fleet to Hitler. 

ANNOUNCER: Do you agree that that 
is the issue, Dr. McMullen? 

DR. McMULLEN: That is the issue. I 
don’t think it is realistic to say the British 
are going to determine their war effort by 
what we do, It may determine it, in the last 
analysis, but England is fighting for her 
very existence, and the question of whether 
we make loans to her or not is not going 
to determine her position now. As I see it, 
the particular question is whether she needs 
the financial aid. 

ANNOUNCER: Are there other resources 
that Britain can call upon in addition to the 
ones you mentioned a while ago, Dr. Mc- 
Mullen? 

DR. McMULLEN: Well, she has five bil- 
lion dollars of investments in Latin America, 
and those certainly could be used to finance 
purchases in the United States, particularly 
in view of the fact that we have an export 
balance of trade with South America, so the 
investment holdings could be quite well ap- 
plied. Of course, she has substantial invest- 
ments in other parts of the world. She 
doesn’t need financial aid now. 


DR. WARDELL: Well, my whole point is 
that we should agree to give England 
financial aid when she needs it. I don’t 
say it has to begin right now. Let her use 
her resources, and let’s bargain with her. 
But when she needs that, let’s give her 
financial aid, 

So far as we are concerned, England’s 
holding up is a matter of eontrol of the sea. 
We have to decide now, when we decide to 
give England financial aid or not, whether 
we are going to let financial control of the 
sea pass to unfriendly hands. cea 

DR. “McMULLEN: This is not really 
question of lending to Britain; this is a 


question of making gifts to Britain, because

the experience after the past war conclu- 
sively proves, I think, that the loans will 
not be repaid, and it will be interpreted in 
diplomatic and military circles that no re- 
payment is expected, which leads me to the 
conclusion that this will be the first move 
which will mark our unofficial entry into 
the war. 

DR. WARDELL: Loans, if possible; gifts, 
if necessary, but my view is that we are 
purchasing security, indirectly, and we 
shouldn’t quibble about whether they are 
loans or gifts, England might sell us some 
of her territories in this hemisphere. 

DR. McMULLEN: Jesse Jones, when he 
says that he considers England to be a good 
risk, is a little bit beside the point, because 
there will be no repayment. England is a 
good risk, but this will be considered as our 
participation in th , 

ANNOUNCER: What would happen if we 
gave an “all out” aid financially? 

DR. McMULLEN: A number of things 
would happen, as I see it. In the first place, 
there will, of necessity, be a reduction in 
the standard of living, because, as I said 
before, this is a matter of giving goods, and 
the goods that we give to them will, of 
necessity, be taken out of our domestic pro- 
duction. That means domestic production 
will be split three ways: for consumption, 
for our defense purposes and for Britain’s 
assistance. 

I am opposed to making loans to Britain 
while she is at war, because I think, in the 
first place, that such loans are actually 
gifts, and I think that diplomatic and mili- 
tary circles will regard them as gifts, and 
as the beginning of an undeclared war with 
Germany. I am opposed to making war with 
Germany, because it means our entry once 
again into what Walt Whitman called “the 
dynastic slaughter house of Europe.” I 
cannot welcome a German victory, but I 
believe the effects of such a victory on a 
neutral America are being grossly exagger- 
ated. 

The European situation is a revolutionary 
situation, and that is very important, be- 
cause a revolutionary situation doesn’t give 
any reliable picture of what possible war 
and possible revolutionary Europe will be 
like. Furthermore, I am against repeal of 
the Johnson Act, because I think that re- 
fusa] to repeal will be a decisive and effec- 
tive step toward keeping out of war. 

The social, economic and political effects 
of participation in modern war are cata- 
strophic. The only controlling reason so far 
advanced to justify our belligerence is the 
argument that we will be invaded. I don’t 
think this can be borne out on a naval basis.

Wife Reports 1940 Return of More 
Than $1,400,000. 

CHICAGO, Dec. 18 (AP).—Stan- 
ley McCormick’s $38,000,000 estate 
largely Chicago real estate and In- 
ternational Harvester Co. stock, re- 
turned an income of more than 
$1,400,000 during 1940, an annual re- 
port showed yesterday.

OW that Mussolini has topped 
his. fiasco in Greece with a dis- 
aster in Egypt, everyone wants 
to know why Hitler does not come 
to the aid of his ally. A convincing 
though tentative, answer to this 
puzzling question is offered by high 


American military and diplomatic 
authorities, who believe the Ger- 
man high command is unwilling to 
risk in the Mediterranean strength 
needed for the attack on Britain. 


Hitler cannot help Mussolini at 
sea, since his naval power is incon- 
siderable. On land, because of the 
failure of his diplomatic offensive, 
he cannot reach the Greek theater 
of war without risking battle with 
the Turks in the trackless and 
snowbound Bulgarian Balkans, or 
fighting an equally unpromising 
engagement with the Yugoslavs, or 
trying to transport an army from 
Italy, across the dangerous Adriat- 
ic, into the tiny and much-bombed 
ports of Albania. 


He has planned to rescue the Ital- 
ians in Egypt by sending a force 
across the Western Mediterranean, 
through French Africa, into Libya, 
but Marshal Petain is still firm 
against use of the French colonies 
as German bases. Transit to Libya 
through the Eastern Mediterranean 
is shut off by the British navy. 
Thus, Hitler’s vast land armies are 
useless in the present situation, un- 
less he cares to take over Italy 
almost in toto, and substitute Ger- 
man efficiency for the slipshod 
methods of the Fascisti. This is, 
of course, a definite possibility. 
Some informed persons even think 
Hitler purposely has let Mussolini 
get himself so deeply involved, in 
order to make the taking-over pro- 
cess easier.

AUTO CLUB TO URGE STANDARD 
STATE DRIVER'S LICENSE LAW 


Will Also Recommend to Legis | 


lature That City Driving Per- 
mits Be Abolished. 


Enactment of tne standard State 
driver’s license law and elimination 
of city driver’s licenses will be 
recommended to the 1941 Legis- 
lature by the Automobile Club of 
Missouri, it was announced last 
night at a meeting of the or- 
ganization’s board of governors at 
the Racquet Club. 

The standard law, designed to 
Promote greater traffic safety, 
would require applicants to pass 
driving examinations and tests on 
motor vehicle laws and rules. The 
applicants would be required also 
to undergo physical examinations, 
including a vision test, to ascertain 
if they are able to operate an 
automobile. Police courts and the 
Court of Criminal] Correction in St. 
Louis would be given the power to 
revoke or suspend State driver's 
licenses. 

The club's proposed legislative 
Program also includes adoption of 
the standard financial responsibil- 
ity act and enactment of a law 
to enable Missourians, who are in- 
volved in automobile accidents in 
this State with drivers who reside 
outside of Missouri, to obtain legal 
Service by mail on outstate drivers 
in damage suits growing out of 
such accidents.

(AP),—Governor-elect Forrest C. 
Donnell’s plans to reorganize the 
State Government may be in for a 
fight in the Sixty-first General As- 


sembly. 

An Associated Press poll today 
showed Republican members—their 
numbers increased by the last elec- 


tion—almost united behind his plan 
to merge the bulk of tax collecting 
into one department. 

But the Democrats still are in 
the majority. 

Donnell’s plan—now being put in 
shape by a special bi-partisan com- 
mittee—would merge the collection 
of most taxes into a new bureau 
to be known as the State Revenue 
Department. These taxes now are 
collected by six State agencies. 

Democrats and Republicans alike 
expressed approval for any plan to 
eliminate overlapping jobs. But 
the Democrats may hold back at 
the idea of a new department. 


Duplications Admitted. 


“There is no question,” said Sen- 
ator Frank P. Briggs of Macon, 
“but what we have duplications of 
adminstration, and if a plan is 
worked out to consolidate success- 
fully agencies of the Government, 
I most assuredly would support it. 

"I doubt very seriously whether 
I will support a plan to consoli- 
date all tax collections under one 
department unless it can be shown 
that this department can function 
without becoming the matter of 
those who foster it.” 

Representative Bert Cooper 
(Dem.), Nodaway County, ex- 
pressed the same idea: 

“I would not favor a consolida- 
tion to place all tax collections un- 
der one department if it meant 
creating another department of cone 
Government,” he said. “Some now’ ce. 
may be abolished to effect econ- ¥ 
omy—but no new departments.” 

Practically every Republican gn- 
swering the poll approved Don- 
nell’s plan. Some said its adop- 
tion would be the highest achieve- 
ment of the Legislature. 

“First Problem.” 

“The first problem of this assem- 
bly,” said Representative Frank 
Lowry (Rep.), Cape Girardeau, 
“will be determing to what extent 
the government of the State shall 
be simplified and improved, and 
useless -boards eliminated or taken 
over in their functions by other 
agencies.”

Cedar Rapids (Ia.) Editor Says That, in Pro- 
posal to Aid Britain, President Seeks 
‘Absolute Authority of a Dictator.’ 


WEW YORK, Dec. 18 (AP). — 
Verne Marshall, chairman of the 
newly organized No Foreign War 
Committee, today called “fantastic” 
President Roosevelt's proposal to 
take over future British war con- 
tracts with American manufactur- 
ers and to lend the armaments to 
Britain. 

At the same time, he announced 
at a press conference that Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh had pledged 
his co-operation to the committee.

Lindbergh told him recently. 

The committee was set up, Mar- 
shall said yesterday, to “help keep 
the nation out of war” and to “give 
articulation” to the “millions of 
Americans” who he said opposed 
participation in the war.

Dr. Joseph C, Edwards Says Spe- 
cial Treatment Cut Mortality 
Among 657 Patients to 9 Pct. 
Treatment of 657 pneumonia pa- 


tients at five St. Louis hospitals 
with serum and sulfapyridine re- 
sulted in a mortality rate of only 
9 per cent, about half the ex- 
pected proportion of deaths, Dr. 


Joseph C. Edwards reported to the 
St. Louis Medical Society last 
night. 

A further reduction in mortality 
may come about if pneumonia is 
recognized earlier and if bad colds 
are promptly treated in order to 
avoid lowering resistance, he as- 
serted. 

He described a skin test devel- 
oped at the Rockefeller Institute 
which has been shown to be useful 
in determining the quantity of 
serum needed and is also helpful 
in determining the length of time 
treatment with drugs should be 
continued, The two-year study of 
results of pneumonia treAtment 
was based principally on findings 
at City, Barnes, St. Louis County, 
St. Luke's and Jewish hospitals. 
Dr. Edwards is an instructor in 
clinical medicine at Washington 
University. He made the study 
with Dr. L. D. Thompson.

It mos 
important that the first signs of les- 
sened hearing or head noises in 
the ear to go to a good reliable 
otologist, one recommended by your 
doctor or your county 80- 
ciety, and take appropriate treat- 
ments to stop the progress of the 
condition. Many methods and spe- 
cial operations have been devised 
which, as we pointed out in the ar- 
ticle yesterday, will result in im- 
provement on at least 60 per cent 
of cases of chronic progressive 
hardening of the middle ear. 
In none of these is it likely that 


complete restoration of hearing will 


be accomplished and the words of 
Dr. Edmund Price Fowler, “There 
will never be a cure-all for deaf- 
ness,” must be taken to heart by 
those in this situation. Some get 
a good deal of relief from modern 
bone-conduction hearing aids. They 
are now made small and inconspicu- 
ous with a very small amplifier at- 
tachment. Their efficiency is in 
directly opposite proportion to their 
smallness, however. But every deaf- 
ened person should try several hear- 
ing aids before deciding on the 
one that is best suited for his par- 
ticular case. 

At best, however, in this condi- 
tion of adult life, which I describe 
as chronic progressive deafness 
(otosclerosis), there will be some 
loss of hearing and the individual 
must adjust himself to his own de- 
gree of residual hearing. he more 
promptly and realistically he faces 
the fact, the more energetically he 
attempts to make the adjustments, 
the more certain will be the chances 
to resume a happy and contented 
way of life. Those who hope for 
too much and therefore make no ef- 
fort to learn the necessary adjust- 
ments, and those who sink into a 
lethargy of despair, stand equally 
the chance to lose out in the strug- 
gle for happiness. This is an in- 
dividual psychological problem and 
while your doctor can help, the real 
adjustment to new conditions must 
come from within.

THERE ARE several books that 
can be recommended for those who 
have determined to overcome this 
handicap. All have been written 
by~one himself or herself deafened 
and, therefore, one who  under- 
stands. If I had to recommend one 
I would choose “How to Help Your 
Hearing” by Louise M. Neuschutz 
(published by Harper & Brothers). 

By actively making adjustments, 
I mean mostly learning lip reading. 
You need help inthis, and most 
pressing and imperative is to 
have your own immediate family 
and circle learn to co-operate. Be- 
sides lip reading, ear training is 
possible so that much hearing can 
be restored. Naturally the more 
residual hearing you have, the more 
easily you will learn. Phonograph 
records for ear training can be sup- 
plied by the Educational Depart- 
ment of the R. C. A. Victor Division, 
Camden, N. J. Miss Neuschutz her- 
self went from almost complete 
deafness to ability to hear the radio 
and phonograph and concerts and 
theater with enjoyment.

FICIAL ARMS AND LEGS FOR NEEDY CRIPPLES, 


HERE’S a neat little lesson in 
T courage in the story of Mrs. 

Edna McGibbon who popped 
into St. Louis the other day on two 
crutches and one leg, wearing a 
big smile and a perky little turban. 
Pint-sized and no longer a spring 
chicken, Mrs. McGibbon came to 
tcwn asking no quarter except a 
sympathetic ear for her plan to 
stage one of the strangest legisla- 
tive lobbies in the history of Mis- 
souri. 

Since 1934, when energetic Mrs. 
McGibbon tumbled off a step lad- 
der and smashed up her left leg so 
badly that it had to be removed, 
she has been conducting a one- 
woman campaign to promote state 
legislation for aid to folks who, like 
herself, have had tough luck and 
need peg legs or wooden arms. 
Now Mrs. McGibbon is just about 
ready with the pyrotechnics. When 
the Missouri State Legislature 
meets in January, she’s going to 
Jefferson City with her “Wooden 
Leg Bill” to provide help for the 
older crippled people of Missouri 
who are not eligible for vocational 
rehabilitation. 

“And I’m going to sit on the shirt- 
tail of every Legislator there until 
I see this bill presented to the 
House, passed by the Senate and 
signed by the Governor,” Mrs. Mr- 
Gibbon chuckled. “I may be minus 
one pin but there’s nothing wrong 
with my nerve.”

THE BIG STUMBLING stone so 
far in Mrs. McGibbon’s campaign 
has been the mistaken idea most 
people have that there’s some sort 


‘of State provision for the care of 


all needy cripples. Mrs. McGibbon 
thought so herself when she ap- 
plied to the vocational rehabilita- 
tion people for help after spending 
five months in the hospital and 
another six months in a wheel 
chair. What she got was plenty 
of sympathy, no help, and the ex- 
planation that there were three 
reasons why she wasn’t eligible 
for rehabilitation. The first reason 
was that she was a woman; the 
second that she was past the em- 
ployable age; and the third that 
there were too many men with 
dependent families who needed 
help worse than she. Life, for Ed- 
na McGibbon, looked pretty bleak 
at 50. 

“Now I can say that life begina 
at 50,” she laughed. “When I look 
back over the last six years dur- 
ing which I’ve been playing the 
role of a one-legged lady, I can 
honestly say that I’ve made more 
friends and gotten a deeper satis- 
faction out of life than I ever did 
before. Of course, right at the be- 
ginning I had nothing but pity for 
myself and life was so terribly 
empty. Then I got this idea of 
seeing what I could do to help 
others in the same shape I’m in. 
Now that idea is my whole life 
and I don’t mean to sound like a 
martyr. Maybe there’s even some- 


thing selfish behind the idea—may- 
be I like it because it gives me 
something to do, because it makes 
me feel like a big shot, a Lady 
Bountiful, who goes about dishing 
out sunshine.” 

No matter how self-deprecatory 
Mrs. McGibbon may be, the fact 
remains that she’s done a pretty 
big job in the last six years. On 
crutches, she stumped around the 
State gathering signatures to a pe- 
tition indorsing hex proposed legis- 
lation. She has seen Senators and 
Congressmen. She has the okay 
of ministers of all faiths in many 
of the larger cities of Missouri. 

Her proposed bill carries an ap- 
propriation of only $15,000 and she’s 
got all the answers ready as _ to 
what that appropriation will do in 
rehabilitating folks who are in a 
pretty sorry state because of miss- 
ing arms and legs. 

& .@ 
MRS. McGIBBON was once told 
by a hard-hearted gent that all 
cripples should be put in institu- 
tions. 

“I feel sorry for that man,” she 
told me. “He can’t be a very happy 
man. I tried to explain to him 
that we're not lepers, that our 
spirits aren’t crippled, that surely 
in life’s scheme we're entitled to 
some chance for happiness. But it 
was no use. He said there were 
institutions and that he didn’t want 
his taxes raised because of any ad- 
ditional appropriations. Again I 
tried to explain that the appropri- 
ation needed wouldn’t raise taxes 
a thirty-second of a cent. But it 
was no use again. He said a thir- 
ty-second of a cent was a thirty- 
second of a cent.” 

When Mrs. McGibbon started 
waging her war of the wooden leg, 
she was on the relief rolls of Kan- 
sas City. Through donations from 
philanthropic individuals, she made 
a trip to Washington to look into 
the ramifications of the vocational 
rehabilitation program and came 
back to Kansas City with a clear 
picture of just what was needed 
in the way of State legislation to 
provide aid for those individuals 
who are not eligible for rehabilita- 
tion because the Government and 
State thinks them past the employ- 
able age. 

Less than five feet tall, with 
snappy haze] eyes, Mrs. McGibbon 
says her task of putting her wood- 
en leg bill through the Legislature 
would be a lot easier if everyone 
had to try living one month out 
of the year with only one leg. 
Since that’s something she wouldn’t 
wish for, even if it meant passage 
of the bill, she’s placing her faith 
in the kindness of human natures, 

Purchased through the Govern- 
ment, a good wooden leg could be 
bought for about $125. Individuals 
now must pay about $250. And 
there are a lot of. legless old folk 
in Missouri who haven’t got the 
$250. They’re the ones whom Mrs. 
McGibbon hopes to help.

The 
rind was peeled off, seeds removed, 
and the pumpkin cut up—many the 
fingers that were cut, too. Then 
into a big kettle went the pumpkin 
to cook slowly. Those who have gar- 
dens and grow pumpkins know that 
cooking up your own pumpkin takes 
longer, but ’tis fun. Today, a good 
brand of canned pumpkin will give 
your pies a real pumpkiny flavor, 
however.

One and one-fourth cups cooked 
pumpkin pulp, two eggs, beaten; 
one-fourth cup orange marmalade, 
one cup evaporated milk, one-half 
cup light brown sugar, one-half tea- 
spoon cinnamon, one-half teaspoon 
ginger, one tablespoon boiling wa- 
ter, one-fourth teaspoon salt and 
plain pastry. 

Combine pumpkin with beaten 
eggs, marmalade, evaporated milk, 
and brown sugar; add the spices 
which have been mixed to a smooth 
paste with the boiling water, and 
add salt. Turn the mixture into one 
eight-inch pie pan lined with un- 
baked plain pastry. Bake in a hot 
oven (450 degrees) for 13 minutes; 
then reduce heat to 300 degrees, and 
bake about 40 minutes longer. Long, 
slow baking gives a smooth, shiny 
surface with the true golden pump- 
kin color. Serves five or six. °

Carmen Castillo was first 
introduced to Xavier Cugat in 

a Hollywood motion picture 
studio, she decided that here at last 
must be one of those bad men that 


young actresses should stay away 
from, She was doubly certain when 
he asked if he could come to see 
her, and to make sure she wouldn’t 
fall prey to his wiles, she glibly 
gave him the wrong address and 
telephone number. But Cugat, who 
turned out to be not so bad after 
all, got even with her. He not only 
married her, but has had her work- 
ing for him ever since, as singer 
with his orchestra, although she is 
still known as Carmen Castillo.
